No. 3/55,—In pursuance of the notification of the Government ot India in the 
late Department of Commerce No. 23-ITC'/43, dated the 1st July, 1943, as con¬ 
tinued m force by the Imports and Exports (Control), Act 1947 (XVIII of 1947) 
as amended, the Central Government hereby directs that the following amend¬ 
ments shall be made in Open General Licence No. XXXVI published by the 

Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce and Industry Import Trade 
Control Order 11/64 dated the 24th September 1954, namely: — 

In the Schedule appended to the said Open General Licence, for the exist¬ 
ing entry appearing against S. No. 66(6)/V of the Import Trade 
Control Schedule namely— 

‘Machines or parts of machines to be worked by manual or animal labour, 

not otherwise specified, and any machines (except such as arc 

designed to be used exclusively- in industrial processes) which 
require for their operation less than one quarter of brake horse 
power, excluding typewriters and sewing machines and parts 
thereof and also excluding duplicators of all types' 
the following entry shall be Inserted, namely— 

‘Machines or parts of machines to be worked by manual or animal labour, 
not otherwise specified, and any machines (except such as are 

de.signed to be used exclusively in industrial proccsse.s) which 
require for their operation less than one quarter of brake horse 
power, excluding typewriters and sewing machines and parts 
thereof and also excluding duplicators of all types and dictaphones 
(dictating and recording machines), tape and wire recorders and 
Bucb other recording and dictating machines as are used in offices’.
